Th £ LIBERTY AnD MANNoOR abovementioned having been granted by King Edward 
the Sixth, to the Lord Yentworth, his Heirs and Affigns for ever, to be enjoy*d by them in as 
full and ample a Manner as the Biſhop of London, by former Grants from King Richard II, 
had enjoy'd it before ; which Grants recite divers Immunities, Priviledges, and Emoluments to 
be enjoy'd by the Lord of the ſaid Mannor: And amongſt others ſpecified at large in the faid 
Grants, all Fines, Iſſues, Forfeitures, and Amerciaments of the Court of King's Bench, and all 
other the King's Courts, Juſtices Itinerant, Juſtices of Afſizes or Goal-Delivery, or any other 
Juſtices, Inquiſitors 3 and alſo all Fines and Amerciaments before the King's Clerk of the Mar- 
ket; and likewiſe the holding of a Court-Leet, or View of Frank Pledge within the ſaid Man- 
nor, with all Fines and Amerciaments ariſing out of the ſame ; and the Goods and Chattels of - 
all Perſons forfeited, reſiding within the faid Mannor being Outlawed, Waived, Condemned, 
Fugitives, or Felons ; and the Year day and Waſte of their Lands and Tenements, are for ever 
granted to the ſaid Mannor, together with all Poſt Fines, Waits, Eſtrays, and Deodands ; and 
alſo the Lord, by the ſaid Grants hath the Retorna Brevium, and Execution of all Attachments, 
Writs, Warrants, and other Proceſs whatſoever, out of any of the King's Courts to be execu- 
ted within the faid Mannor, and that the ſaid Sheriff, nor any other Officer is not to enter the 
ſaid Liberty, ro execute any Proceſs within the ſame, but ought to be direfted to the Chief Bai- 
liff of the faid Liberty to be Executed. 

WHEREFORE the preſent Lord of the Liberty, being reſolved to keep up, preſerve, and 
maintain his Rights and Privileges belonging to the ſame, 2gainſt all Intruders ; hath thought 
fir to Print the moſt principal Places within the faid Mannor, and the Extent thereof, as above- 
mentioned ; that no Officer preſuming 1llegally to enter the ſame, may be ignorant, and fo are 
to take Notice, that it any Officer, Bailiff, or Serjeant whatſoever, (except only ſuch as are 
appointed by the Chief Bailiff of the Liberty aforeſaid) ſhall come into, or enter upon the 
ſaid Liberty, to execute any Proceſs in Law whatſoever, which of Right belongeth unto the 
ſaid Chief Bailiff of the ſaid Liberty to execute, fuch Officer, Bailiff, or Serjeant will be ſued 
for doing the ſame. |

Sa. and Fieri Facias, &c. which being ſent to the Chief 
Bailif's Office as aforeſaid, with proper Directions, will be carefully executed, and his Office 
being open atall Hours, all Perſons concerned will be readily anſwered, 
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
